1. The amendment filed 10/2/03 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection has been 
considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and will not be 
entered because: 

a. There is no convincing showing under 37 CFR 1 . 1 16(b) why the proposed 
amendment is necessary and was not earlier presented. 

b. The added limitation of "by contacting said surface with a derivatizing 
composition comprising at least a first silane having an olefin functional group" of 
claims 7 and 16 were not previously presented and their consideration would necessitates 
new search and examination to determine patentability. 

c. The new claims 50-51 would necessitates new search and/or consideration, and 
would raise the issue of new matter.
